C 
Charlesworth, deputy minister of pub 
lie works for Alberta, as a repr nta 
tive of the board in the province, ha 
been requested to assist in procurin; 
the information, The secretary of thi 
board points out that the question o 
the origin of the name did not aris 


until! 1912, It was then sugested tha 
the mountain had been called afte: 
John Robson, premier of Britis! 


Columbia, but Robson, it is stated 
was practically unknown in 1865, wher 
Lord Milton and Dr, Cheadle mad« 
their tour of exploration in Canada 
and in their book, “The North-West 
Passage by Land," they mentior 
Mount Robson in quite a common way 
as if it were generally known at thu 
date. It is also mentioned that H. J 
Moberly, who has been a factor of the 
Hudson's Bay Company in Britis! 
Columbia, writing in 1912, suggested 
that the mountain was named after a 
man named Robson, who had been in 
the employment of the North-Wes 
tur Company before the Hudson's Bay 
and it combined, and who had been 
in charge of one of the exploring 
parties that had crossed the Rockies 
and even penetrated as far as Cali- 
fornia, The vicinity of Mount Robson 
had been a rallying point for all en- 
gaged in these expeditions, Some old- 
timer may be able to throw light upon 
the matter, and it is in that view the 
inquiry is made by the Georgaphical 
Board.

Many More Savings Bank 
Accounts Than Year Ago

S the year 1916 draws to a close we can look back with a great 

great of satisfaction to the steady improvement in business 
during the year; one has only to watch the weekly and monthly 
returns of the bank clearing houses to see the w onderful expan- 
sion in business. In many parts of Canada—-more especially in 
BRastern Canada—this is due to the manufacturing of munitions. 
But not so in Edmonton—we have no large munition factories, but 
notwithstanding this, general business is steadily improving, 

A few years ago we were all apparently prosperous; it was 
the result of a long period of development—railroad construction, 
ete. A large number of new buildings were under construction. 
The city was spending large sums in municipal enterprises, Specu- 
lation was the order of the day. Just as the reaction set in the 
war commenced. Business was naturally demoralized during the 
winter of 1914 and 1915, and it was not until Edmonton began to 
feel the benefit of the 1915 crop that business commenced to 
steadily improve, as it has done during the past year. While 
this year’s crop does not compare with that of 1915, the high 
grade of grain more than compensates for the smaller yield. With 
the people in the country surrounding Edmonton prosperous, the 
business of the city is bound to increase also, and I lock for the 
present improved conditions to continue, and while various prob- 
lems will confront the people of Canada after the war, I think 
Edmonton can look for a steady improvement, as business is on a 
much sounder foundation, and we are not dependent on the 
manufacturig of munitions for the present improvement in gen- 
eral conditions. 

Our greatest problem after the war will be to find employ- 
ment for our returned soldiers. Those dependent now on the 
Patriotic Fund and their separation allowances should—if they 
are not already doing so—be encouraged to save, as when the war 
is over these allowances will come to an end. The increase in the 
savings of the people of Canada has been very large during the 
past year; this also applies to the people of Edmonton, the num- 
ber of individual savings bank accounts being very much larger 
than a year ago. 

To those who have been unfortunate enough to have become 
entangled as the result of speculation, I can only say, as a result 
of my experience of over twenty-five years as a bank manager in 
Edmonton—during which time I have seen many booms and the 
consequent reaction following; when real estate, even on Jasper 
avenue, could not be sold at any price-—I had faith in the future 
of Edmonton in those days, and I have the same today—only far 
greater faith in the future of our city—to those I say, *‘Cheer up; 
look on the bright side; don’t worry over past mistakes,’? Edmon- 
ton has the country around it and to the back of it to make it a 
great business centre, and as the country fills up it is bound to 
become one; what Edmonton wants is move industries and more 
people, and we are bound to get them, I firmly believe.

Business Conditions Show Great 
Improvement Over Previous Year 


(By Mr. G. W. Swaisland, manager of the Edmonton branch of the 

Molson’s Dank.) 

GENERAL business conditions for the year just ending have 
shown an improvement over those of 1915, and the financial 

position of the majority of the residents of Edmonton and the dis- 

trict has improved, 

Merchants in the city report larger sales for the year. They 
have in many cases materially reduced their trade liabilities and 
also their stocks of merchandise, which were too heavy at the 
outbreak of war for present conditions, 

Financially the property owners in the cities were the most 
seriously affec ted by the war, In many cases owners are not even 
getting sufficient revenue to pay the carrying charges on their 
property. It is most important that the cities should keep their 
expenses down to a minimum, By so doing they will not only 
help many unfortunate owners of mortgaged properties but will 
make city property more valuable, After peace is signed we can 
with confidence look forward to a steady increase in population 
in both the cities and the country, Naturally with this increase 
in population rental values will increase and threeby also the land 
values. 

{n the country the good crops in this district have, owing to 
the abnormally high prices of grain, given the farmers a very 
handsome return, Many of them as a result have either reduced 
mortgages, improved their buildings, ete., or placed money in the 
banks. The scareity of labor is having, and apparently will con- 
tinue to have, during the war a material affect on the acreage 
under cultivation, 

The cost of living has increased very much during the past 
year, This is one of the discomforts brought about by the war. 
It is, however, no doubt being offset by the living of a simpler 
and ‘quieter life, and the doing without of many luxuries which 
were so prevalent during the so-called ‘‘ boom days.’ 

It is gratifying to note the large increase in bank deposits 
curing the past year. It shows clearly the spirit of saving. The 
people are also showing more caution regarding investments, and 
are avoiding unnecessary borrowings, 

While conditions are so unsettled in Europe one cannot speak 
on prospects for the coming year. We must, however, in order 
to help our cause, keep before us two very important words, 
namely, ‘‘ Production’? and ‘‘Thrift.’’

lectors of farm machinery accounts report several accounts paid 
this year that had been written off as no good. All business con- 
ditions dependent on the success of the farmer are in good shape. 
This is noticeably the case in the smaller outlying towns directly 
dependent on the farmers’ trade, and Edmonton naturally feels 
the benefit of the umproved conditions at the points whose busi- 
ness in considerable measure centres here. 

Business conditions in the city have reached 9 sonnd basis. 
There is a less volume of trade than during the boom, but all 
trade is now on a cash basis. Weak concerns and unsound me- 
thods have been weeded out. Stocks are carried in proportion 
to the business to be done. There is a hopeful outlook for all 
lines of legitimate business now established in the city, 

The real estate situation is still to be overcome, Very little 
improvement has been shown during the year. Some residence 
properties have changed hands for cash at figures considerably 
below boom values. People desiring to establish homes, who have 
the money, are taking the opportunity that the dull real estate 
market affords. Other line of property register practically no 
transactions, and rentals are low, but good premises, especially for 
residence purposes, are in some demand and rentals tend to 
improve. 

In a business way Edmonton is beginning to turn the corner, 
and would make a quick recovery were it not for the burdens left 
by the real estate boom, which still remain to be liquidated or 
readjusted.

OTWITHSTANDING unusual loss and ices from hail and 
frost in the central and northern por’ Alberta, the 
year 1916 has been one of progress and prosperity. Prices for 
frozen grain have exceeded those for the first grades in normal 
years, thus minimizing the loss on crops affected by frost. Hail 
companies, as well as municipalities, have been hit hard in 1916, 
but the insurance afforded will prove of the greatest assistance, 
even though the amount of insurance in some instances may fal! 
far short of the actual loss. Immunity from hail loss for a num- 
ber of years does not exclude the possibility of loss. This lessen 
should facilitate measures for the general support of hail insur- 
ance throughout the province. 

The second successive bountiful crop in Southern Alberta has 
restored confidence and produced unparalleled prosperity. It is 
hoped the obligation to the Dominion for assistance rendered 
after the experience in 1914 will not be neglected. The ineculea- 
tion of thrift and importance of preparing for {tess favorable 
seasons should not need to be emphasized in dist ticts seriously 
affected by drought in 1914, but such extravagant expenditures 
for expensive automobiles and pleasure trips are causing unfavor- 
able comment. 

In Edmonton city the prosperity of the farming communities 
has assisted directly and indirectly in bringing things to a nor- 
mal condition. Most merchants will close the year 1916 in a 
position superior to 1915. Economy and a tendnecy towards thrift 
1ave already improved the financial condition of many citizens 
individually. Any means to extend and increase such an effort 
will do much towards restoring confidence and overcoming the 
handieap placed upon the future certain development of the city. 
Land values in the city may be said to be temporarily suspended, 
but a return to rational valuations based on the actual earning 
power of the land from the use for which it may be most suitable 
will surely come, It is merely a matter of time. How long this 
time may be will be determined by events over which citizens 
have no control. On the other hand, that time may be brought 
much nearer by a realization of the sense of the duty of citizen- 
ship. 1917 should be a year of preparation for peace. An effort 
on the part of each individual to co-operate earnestly with the 
state and the municipality in which he resides for service, sacri- 
fice, economy, thrift and unceasing industry would produce sur- 
prising results,

HAVE noticed a considerable change for the better in business 
conditions in this district during the past year. 1915 was the 

hard year for the retail business house in Edmonton, as there was 
quite a reduction in the population of the city, and there were too 
many people engaged in certain lines of trade, with the result 
that, as the population decreased, a re-adjustment was necessary. 
I believe this had fully taken place by the early part of 1916, and 
since then the retail trade has again been able to operate at a 
profit, whereas in 1915 the competition was almest too keen for 
him to do so. During the good times in this city people almost 
forgot the meaning of the word economy, but latterly have been 
forced to cut their expenses to a minimum, which has gradually 
brought about a more healthy state of affairs in a business way. 

Owing to the satisfactory conditions that have prevailed in 
the country districts during the past two seasons, the wholesale 
houses appear to have been doing a satisfactory volume of bus- 
iness, and collections appear to have been very good, 

The practise of economy by the general public has resulted 
in a Substantial increase in savings deposits, and put the steady 
saver in the position of being able to ‘‘do his bit’? by purchasing 
some of the Canadian war loans. It is to be hope that the people 
will continue to save as they have during the past year, so that 
there will be no question about any further war loans, that it 
may be necessary to issue, being fully taken up by the public, 

Altogehtre I consider that there is a promising outlook for 
still further improvement in business conditions in Edmonton and 
district during 1917.

Collections Are Far in Advance of 
Last Year Say Local 
Dealers 


No better indication of the gen- 
eral prosperity the country 
conld be obtained than that which 
comes from a report of the farm 
implement dealers on the year’s 
operations.

In ail sections of the business 
there has been a satisfactory de- 
mand, not excepting the gas trae- 
tors for general farm work, show- 
ink that labor saving devices are 
net only regarded as essential, but 
that better crops and better prices 
are enabling farmers to equip 
their places with a wider range of 
machinery, and this without un-

The man- 
ager, F’. Pickles, says that the sea- 
son in consequence has been very 
satisfactory and that prospects 
are excellent for the coming year.

Ty soe, 
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No Longer Look at Business 
Conditions Through Blue Glasses

\\ ITH regard to the present general condition of trade in the 

Edmonton distriet, it might be of more interest to you were 
] to call to your attention certain particular phases of the coun- 
try’s prosperity that have been brought to my notice during the 
past fall, There is, however, no doubt but that Edmonton and its 
iributary districts have begun to cast from them the blue glasses 
through which they have been observing the business outlook 
during the past two years. 

Edmonton was the last city in the West to at all lose heart in 
conditions, and although we have read of other western citie 
picking up in a satisfactory manner, I think we can pow re st 
assured that our city has seen its lowest ebb as far as business is 


concerned, and that from now on conditions will materially 


improve. 
The merchants as a whole report a very satisfactory Christ- 


mas trade, and although business in some trades has not been 
as brisk as was expected, other lines report a much greater 
volume of business than they have experienced at any time since 
1912. This, | think, ean be explained by the fact that the private 
citizen during the past two years has been increasing his savings 
as he never did before, and the natural sequence of being in 
posacesion of a fair sized bank account, seems to be to spend quite 
freely when the oceasion requires it. This, the spirit of Christmas, 
has been decidedly noticeable during the past two weeks in 
Edmonton, 

Coming down to particular lines of trade, one of the most 
noticeable and promising events for Rdmonton would appear to 
be the advent into our local markets of American buyers for our 
the Edmonton district, as we all know, together with 
the entire new country north of us, not being excelled by any 
country in the world in this respect. I think that I am quite 
safe in saying that not less than 125 cars of potatoes, averaging 
800 bushels, were shipped from here to Minneapolis and St. Pant, 
and another 25 cars to as far east as New Yerk, and in every case 
the farmer, the producer, was paid cash for his crop at rates 
averaging from 40¢ to 75¢ per bushel. 

These purchases were made by Americans who stayed right 
here in Edmonton until shipment was made, One of these gen- 
tlemen questioned me as to likelihood of being able to purchase 
cabbages and turnips by the car load for shipment to Minneapolis, 
but our farmers not yet fully realizing the possibilities of the 
castern markets, have not, up to the present put themselves in a 
position to supply this demand, The great possibilities lying 
behind this trade must be apparent to all, and 1 feel assured that 
in the near future our mixed farming will be given a great im- 
petus by the requirements of the Kast,

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DRINK TRADE OF 
SREAT BRITAIN 
MAY BE BOUGHT 


Boore Has Greatly Interfered in 
Munition Work and Other In- 
dustries Since War Began

London, Vee, 29.—The purchuse of 
the drink trade in Great Britain by 
the state is belleved to be imminent, 
Says the Daily Express today 

“The matter has been closely con- 
sidereq by the liquor control board 
during the last fortnight,’ continues 
the newspaper. ‘Several members of 
the board haye long advocated the 
purchase, and the change in govern- 
ernment has brought a renewal of 
their argument,” 

The Express quotes Sir Thomas 
Whittaker, member of parliament, as 
saying that David Lloyd George, the 
prinme minister, is known to favor 
the step, while several of the Unionist 
Inembers ure understoog to agree with 
him. Sir Thomas says he believes a 
bill calling for the purchase would 
pass the House of Commons without 
ditheulty, 

Cost 300,000,000 Pounds 

Sir Thomas Whittaker was chair- 
man of the committee which advocat- 
ed purchase in 1915 when the cost of 
the plan Was estimated at between 
£250,000,000 and £300,000,000, Since 
then, however, the government has in- 
terfered drastically with the produc- 
tion of spirits 

The Daily Express asserts that fur- 
ther great restrictions in the manufac- 
ture and sale of aleoholics are certain 
in the immediate future whether or 
not the purchase plan is put into ef-
